HOUSTON  SBC  CONVENTION 
TO  CONSIDER  '54  BUDGET 

NASHVIIJ.E,  Tenn — (BP) — The  1954  budget  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  will  be  one  of  the  major  items  considered  when 
the  Convention  meets  in  Houston,  May  6-10.  It  will  come  as  a 
recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Convention, 
Porter  Routh,  executive  secretary. 

The  recommended  budget  calls  for  a  full  18,750,000  for  the  Co¬ 
operative  Program  to  be  distributed  for  current  expenses  and  capi¬ 
tal  needs  in  1954.  The  Committee  la  asking  that  distribution  be 
made  on  a  single  percentage  basis  instead  of  the  heretofore  double 
percentage  basis.  Under  the  new  plan  there  will  be  no  differen¬ 
tiation  between  current  funds  and  capital  needs  funds.  Each  agency 
eligible  for  capital  needs  funds  will  meet  their  goals  out  of  funds 
accruing  to  them  from  the  single  budget.

dent  came  to  the  Convention  and 
laid  the  facts  before  them. 

A  special  emergency  allocation 
was  made.  The  article  on  page  one 
tells  what  has  been  done  with  that 
aid. 

Rend  it  and  know  how  your  af¬ 
fairs  are  being  handled. 

The  present  enrollment  of  252 
shows  that  Blue  Mountain  is  hold¬ 
ing  her  own,  while  many  others 
are  slowly  losing  students.

Ridiculous  Statement 

And  “ridiculous”  is  a  mild  term. 
We  refer  to  a  recent  statement  by 
Bisliop  William  C.  Martin,  who 
was  recently  elected  president  of 
the  National  Council  of  Churches, 
in  which  he  indicated  that  ecumen¬ 
ical  influences  are  at  work  which 
will  eventually  land  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  in  the  fellowship  of  the  big 
interchurch  body  known  as  the 
National  Council  of  Churches. 

Perhaps  the  Bishop,  Who  is  used 


to  having  overlords  over  congre¬ 
gations  and  experience  in  telling 
churches  what  to  do,  is  not  very 
well  acquainted  with  Southern 

Baptists. 

We  think  we  are  fairly  familiar 
with  Southern  Baptist  thought  and 
life  and  in  our  opinion  it  will  be  a 
cold,  cold  day  in  July  when  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  join  the  National 
Council  of  Churches.  We  have  dis¬ 
cussed  unionism  in  previous  is¬ 
sues,  and  space  is  not  available  at 
this  time  for  another  discussion. 
But  so  far  as  we  know  there  is 
no  movement  afoot  to  Und  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  in  the  National  Conn¬ 
ed  of  Churches.  There  are  a  few 
people  and  pastors  who  favor  such 
a  move.  BuJ  they  are  few  and  far 
between. 

We  had  one  such  pastor  in  Mis¬ 
sissippi  a  few  years  ago.  As  soon 
as  this  idea  of  his.  as  well  as  a  few 
other  ideas,  became  known  among 
his  members,  he  was  quietly  but 
emphatically  told  that  his  days 
were  numbered.  He  look  the  hint 
and  is  no  longer  listed  among  Mis¬ 
sissippi  Baptists. 

Another  reason  that  Southern 
Baptists  are  not  going  to  join  the 
National  Council  of  Churches  is 
because  of  the  fact  that  each  Bap¬ 
tist  church  is  an  independent  body 
and  we  have  no  overlords  to  tell 
us  where  to  go  nor  what  to  do. 

We  watched  the  recent  atom 
bomb  explosions  and  read  much 
about  it.  That  explosion  compared 
to  the'  expkwion  of  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  if  effort  were  made  to  drag 
them  into  the  National  Council, 
would  be  comparable  to  a  cap  pis¬ 


tol  and  a  TNT  bomb  explosion. 

Bishop  Martin's  statement  was 
also  unwise  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  a  few,  who  wish  the  worst 
for  Southern  Baptists  and  predict 
it,  seize  upon  such  statements  as 
being  the  truth  and  proceed  to 
lam  bast  us  without  reason. 

As  we  have  said  before,  the  only 
thing  that  Southern  Baptists  get 
out  of  Union  is  “stung." 

Something  New 

The  item  reported  below  may 
not  be  new  to  our  readers,  but  it 
certainly  is  new  to  the  editor.  Not 
only  is  it  new,  but  it  is  com¬ 
mendable.  We  like  it.  We  doubt 
if  it  would  be  a  wise  idea  to  have 
such  meetings  regularly,  but  oc¬ 
casionally  it  is  a  good  thing.  It 
gives  the  people  an  insight  on  the 
problems  before  the  deacons  and 
an  insight  into  the  way  they  work.
